H’dq’rs Mich. Cavalry Brigade, } 


Fort LEAVENWOR. H, Kansas, Jun e 23, 1865. 
EDITOR oF YPSILANTI COMMERCIAL: 
—Thinking that, perhaps, 


welfare of the Mich. Cavalry Brigade, 
I willimprove this my last opportunity 


for some time, by giving you a brief 


account of the movements of the Brig- 
ade;since’it marched from Winches- 
ter last spring. 

The Brigade left Winchester on the 
27th of February, under the command 
of Brevet Brig. Gen. Peter Stagg, and 
accompanied Gen. Sheridan in the fa- 
mous Jamés River Cavalry raid, the 
success of which is so well known that 
any remarks that I could make would 
be superfluous, Itis enough to say that 
after twenty days of marching and 
counter-marching through rain, snow 
and mud, and after having fully accom- 
plished the object for which we-were 
sent; the command arrived at White 
Landing, onthe 19th of March in a con- 
ditlon, which it required somie time to 
elapse, before it could be again re-fit- 
ted and prepared for active duty. Re- 
maining there a week, the command 

grossed the Pamunkey river and the 
Peninsular, and crossing the James 
River near City Point, joined Gen. 
Grant just in’ time to take part. in the 
series of brilliant mov ements, which re- 
sulted in the final overthrow of Lee’s 
army and the downfall of the Confed 
eracy, at the battles of Five Forks and 
the Ridges. The Mich. Brigade took a 
prominent part, and particularly dis- 
tinguished itself by very brilliant charg- 
es on the enemies works, and, by fight- 
ing on foot, where, in every case, the 
Speneer carbines told fearfully, aston- 
ishing the rebels by their rapid and ac- 
curate fire, many of the captured john- 
nies asking when brought in to be shown 
one of those guns that we wound up in 
the morning and fired all day without 
After the surrender of Gen. 
Lee, Sherman’s whole command was 
ordered to Danville, North Carolina, 
where it arrived just as the surrender 
of Johnson was announced. Thus, we 
have seen the last organized force of 
rebels broken, defeated and disbanded. 
We turned our faces homeward, firmly 
believing that our fighting days were 
over. Arriving at Petersburg with the 
rest of the grand army of the United 
States, we were ordered to march to 
Washington to take part in the grand 
review that was to take place there on. 
the 22d of May, marching throwgh 


Richmond, and out on the brook pike 


to Yellow tavern from there tø Stevens- 
burg on the Rapidan, crossing the Rap- 
pahannock at Kelly’s Word, going over 
many of our old battle fields. None 
but those who have experienced the 
same can coraprehend the feelings ofa 
conquering army as. they re-visit the 
scenes of former struggles, where in 
other days they have endured the hard- 
ships of the camp and the battlefield. 
All along the route men would drop 
out of the ranks to visit the final rest- 
ing-place of some soldier friend, which 
had been marked by the friendly hand 
of some comrade. All over Virginia 
they sleep on her rugged hill-sides and 
in her green valleys. Martyrs and he- 
roes every one, their blood seals anew 
the compact sealed in °76 by the blood 
of patriot sires. How dear the name of 
Union & Liberty sonnds,when we think 
of the fearful price with which they 
have been bought, the blood of tens of 
thousands of America’s noble sons.— 
Throughout all time their names shall 
be remembered as those who fell in the 
great struggle for liberty aud republi- 
canism. With a sigh of regret we 


leave them alone in their glory. 
The command arrived at Washing- 


ton on the 19th of May, and went into 
camp at Bladensburg: for two days we 
were busy making ourselves presenta- 
ble for the review which came off on 
the 22d: this review has been comment- 
ed on so much and so often written and 
pictured as.a perfect success that very 
little is left for me to say. No doubt 
it was a big thing to the citizens and 
civilians who had come from all parts 
to see it; but to the men who were 
obliged. to march all day over the hot, 
dusty pavement, through the crowded 
streets of Washington, just for the sake 
of exhibiting themselves to be stared 
at by the gaping crowd; could not see 
it in that light.: Holyday {reviews are, 
at best. but dull affairs to men who for 
four years have been accustomed to 
passin review before the enemies’ works 
to the music of cannon and musketry. 
The tedious day was over at last, arid 
we marched back to camp, where we 
found orders to pack up and march for 
Texas. We had calculated sure on go- 
ing home, and this was vorry news for 
us; the other commaifds all to go home 
and our brigade to go to Texas. The 
reputation which we bore as yp 
fighting Michigander had always a 
pleasant sound to our ears until now;
